Tx>r in hauling his grain to market 
may have cause some day in the fu- 
ture to bless the gathering of good 
roads enthusiasts which met at Cen- 
tral Music Hall in this city yesterday. 


The farmers' benefit was the main 


•consideration there, but for the sake 
'of every business man and every con 
sunrer of farm products in the whole 
hreadth and length of the 
United 


States the cause of the road improve- 
ment was advocated by the men who 
lad assembled. 


It is certain that a national associa- 


tion for road improvement will be 
launched and plans formulated for an 
•active campaign, both educative and 
'legislative, on a thoroughly compre- 
hensive scale. 
A committee on the 


permanent organization of a national 
good roads association, to unite the 
efforts of all of the local ami inter- 
state associations now in existence, 
was ordered today. 


May be International. 


Not only will the national associa- 


tion be considered, but also an inter- 
national association, a thing which 
two of the prominent leaders of the 
•good roads movement in Canada who 
-were present were inclined to urge 
•eagerly. 
Among other things which 


-will be done before the convention 
adjourns are: 


The passage .of a resolution urging 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson to 
try to procure an appropriation from 
congress of $100,000 for the govern- 
"Tnent 'bureau of the road inquiry. 


The •formulation of bills which can 


"be .presented -to the various state leg- 
islatures -by the passage of whieh-state 
aid will be given to. .the local road 
"building. 
. 


The appointment of committees to 


lobby for the good roads legislation at 
"Washington and at state capitals. 


Other projects which will be debated 


•and probably decided by passage of 
favorable resolutions are: 


The construction of a national high- 


-way from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 


The recommendation that convict 


labor be employed on road building, 
and especially that tramps and vag- 
rants be given a chance to work out 
their penalties on the rural roads. 


VANDERBILT? GET NEW ROADS 


Neiv York Central to Absorb the 
Erl< 


and TVabasli System*. 


New York, Nov. 20.—By a high Eng- 


lish 
financial authority, closely in 


touch with American railway affairs, 
it was reported today that plans aro 
maturing for the 
absorption of the 


Erie and Wabash systems by the New 
York Central. William 1C. Vanderbilt 
has been quietly -buying Erie in the 
open market and has also been gath- 
ering up Pennsylvanlas. Whether the 
New York Central is to acquire the 
Erie by purchase or by lease is not 
yet known. One of these two methods 
has 'been adopted. Plans are so well 
matured that public announcement 
may Tje expected within a fortnight.' 
For a long time the acquisition of the 
Wabash' has been under consideration 
by the Vauderbilts.- The chief obstacle 
has 'been the disinclination o£ the Van- 
derbilts to take over the lines west of 
the Mississippi, tout negotiations are 
now pending for turning over the Wa- 
bash lines 'between the Mississippi and 
Kansas City to the Atchison system. 
The Atoliison has lines out of Chicago 
to Kansas City, tout not to St. Louis. 
St. Louis was lost when the St. Louis 
& San Francisco railway was taken 
out of the Atchison system. By ac- 
quiring the Wabash lines west of the 
Mississippi the Atchison will again 
have St. Louis on Us map. 
The New 


York Central, according to present 
plans, will take over the Wabash lines 
east of the Mississippi.

MAY BEGIN NEXT YEAR. 


Opposition if Dying Out—Public Lead- 


ers Predict the Ratification of the 
.Hay-Paunctfote Treaty the Coming 
Winter—McKinley is an Earnest 
Advocate of the Project. 
Washington, Nov. 20.—In the first 


year of the twentieth century the 
great American republic will begin the 
work of digging a ship canal through 
the Isthmus of Darien. At last there is 
bright prospect that the dream of 
many years will be realized, and work 
actually to be commenced upon the 
Nicaragua canal. 


Within a year from this date, it is 


predicted, engineers of the 
United 


States government will be stirring the 
earth in the isthmus and starting the 
mighty channel that is to join the two 
oceans. 
It is the belief of public men 


of all parties that during the coming 
session of congress these two steps 
will be taken: 


1. Ratification of the Hay-Paunce- 


fote treaty, thus clearing away all the 
international obstacles in the way of 
the enterprise. 


2. Passage of the Hepburn canal 


bill, slightly modified to conform with 
the treaty, and immediate construction 
of the .canal by the United States gov- 
ernment. 


This is the program that has been 


outlined by the administration as part 
of the work for the coming winter. 
The president has taken deep inter- 
est in it, and all his powerful influence 
is being exerted in Its-favor. ' 


The 'president is a most earnest ad- 


vocate of the construction of an Amer- 
ican canal, and he is quite 
as ear- 


nest in his belief that the only right 
and effective way to go about it is 
through the proposed treaty. 
With 


this question the president will deal 
most favorably in his annual message 
two weeks hence.

TRAMP KILLED IN A WRECK. 


Can Plunge Into Deep Ditch on Spolkax 


Falls & >Tortlu>rn. 


Spokane, Wash., Nov. 20.—-A fatal 


wreck took place on the Spokane Falls 
& Northern railway at 4 p. m. yester- 
day, two. miles south of Dragoon "sta- 
tion. ' One man was killed and%wo 
others sustained serious injuries. 'The 
train, the regular southbound freight, 
consisted of eight cars and a caboose. 
Rails spread because of snow and'rain 
under the ties and four cars were 
thrown from the track down a steep 
grade. The engine and tender were left 
on top of the grade, also four other 
cars. 
The cars which were ditched 


were loaded with lime. In one o£ the 
cars were seven tramps. John Klein, 
one of the tramps, was caught beneath 
a pile of wreckage and 
crushed to 


death. 
Several others 
were pinned 


down by debris. Patrick Welch and 
Richard Hocking were dragged out 
later by the trainmen, who had escap- 
ed injury. Welch's collar 'bone was 
broken and his neck and shoulders 
were severely bruised. Hocldng's right 
arm was broken in two places.

For the year ending June 30, 


900, 411.489 gallons of bourbon and 
37,578 gallons of rye were sent to the 
erman empire.

icle, having -been supplied with 357,- 
69 gallons. England ranks next in 
he consusnption of 
American rum, 


with 303,534 gallons. 
Little whisky

uy any American whisky were Japan, 
Spain and Venezuela.

occur in the midst of the Pacific ocean 
along a line conforming in general to 
the meridian of 180 degrees east and 
west longitude from Greenwich. There 
is no land of consequence to salute the 
new century, no human eye save per- 
tiaps that of some sailor will be there 
to welcome its entrance. 


The Friendly Islanders will be the 


first people to live in the new century. 
The date line, as it might be called, 
lies in the Pacific, just to the east of 
their group. It will "be Tuesday to 
them, 'but all the rest of the world will 
be living in Monday and enjoying some 
phase of the closing hours of th'o nine- 
teenth century. At Melbourne the peo. 
pie will be just going to bed, for it will 
be about 10 o'clock there. 


At Manila the clocks will'point to 


two hours earlier in 
the evening, 


while at Calcutta the residents will be 
enjoying their afternoon dinner, and 
in London the house 
of 
commons 


clock will be striking the noon hour. 
Boston and New York will .be eating 
byeakfast, while residents of Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul will be hardly 
conscious of the dawn. San Francisco- 
ites will be sleeping the sleep of a 
Sunday night's rest, and half the great 
Pacific will be wrapped in the dark- 
ness preceding dawn. 


The actual date line varies from the 


theoretical one in a number of cases. 
Starting at the North Pole it follows 
the meridian of 180 degrees to near 
70 degrees north 
latitude, where it 


curves to the east 10 degrees so as to 
pass through 
Bering strait and in- 


cludes all of Siberia in the Russian 
day. Then it takes a reverse curve to 
170 degrees east longitude to include 
the Aleutian islands in our American 
day. At about 5 degrees south .latitude 
after crossing the equator it curves 
once more to the east 10 degrees so as 
to g.ive the Friendly Islanders the Aus- 
tralian day. It then regains the merid- 
ian of 186 degrees just south of the 
Chatham island-s and follows this line 
to the south pole.

BENEFIT OF SCIENCE 


Superintendent McKerrow Announces a 


List of 101 Institutes To Be 


Held This Winter. 


George McKerrow, superintendent of 


the department of Farmer's Institutes, 
has sent out a list of dates for the 
holding of institutes for 1900—1901. 
Those in the southern part of the state 
are: Orfordville, Jan. 24 and 25; Juda, 
Jan. 23 and 24; Waterloo, March 5 and 
6; Western Union, March 5 and 6; 
Walworth, Jan. 22 and 23; and Miner- 
al Point, Jan. 17 and 18. In his letter 
Supt. McKerrow says: 


"These 101 me'etings have all been 


placed in response to petitions sent 
to this office, and have been granted 
with reference to reaching points in 
the state that have not previously had 
institutes and with a view to placing 
at least one meeting in each agricul- 
tural county that 'has asked 
for it. 


Towns -remote from the railroad are 
favorably considered whenever possi- 
ble; a five to twenty mile drive not 
counting against a place if they want a 
meeting and we think they are in need 
of institute help. 


"The workers whose services we 


have secured ^have been selected from 
the successful practical farmers of the 
state who have the ability to give in-

brought them success, as well as the 
reason for these practices. We are also 
in correspondence with several noted 
specialists from outside of Wisconsin, 
and are 'planning to engage them to 
come to our state to attend a number 
of institutes. 


"As you will see by the list there 


will be five corps of workers, each 
holding two two-daY institutes each 
week. Each corps will consist of a con- 
ductor and an assistant who work to- 
gether through the. entire season; 
they are further assisted by from one 
to four specialists, making a force of 
men who can discuss any phase of 
farm work.

The demand is for young men 
where muscle and endurance are re- 
quired, <and for young and middle-aged 
men where the mental strain is severe, return. 


It is !true that a great many bus- 


iness men 
are actively engaged in 


looking alter their own business inter- 
ests at ages ranging from fifty to 


' seventy-five years, and a large num- 


ber of trusted employes continue to. 
hold their positions until they drop out 
at the call of old age, but thene facts 
are true because they are permanent 
fixtures. Let a man, however well 
equipped,
